Water  Supply.,  The  vmter  supplies  to  the  district  arc  taken  from 
mountain  springs*,  During  the  yo.ar  the  water  supply 
could  not  be  regarded  as  adequate  in  quantity; 

The  supply  Was  cut  off  from  10  p,mo  to  7 a pm*,  daily  from 
the  13th  July  to  18th  September  inclusive  and  from  19th  September  to 
9th  ITovcnbe.r  it  Was  shut  off  complctoly  except  for  6 hours  daily« 

This  only  applies  to  the  Hay  Common  supply « 

Serious  consideration  was  given  dirring  tho  year  to  tho 
redesign  of  Hay  Common  treatment  works.

■S’eCTIOH  5,  HOUSING, 

There  vJas  no  appreciable  difference  in  the 
housing  conditions  in  the  district  during  the  year.  Owing  to  the 
complete  cessation  of  building  operations  during  the  years  the 

housing  situation  was  acute.  The  Council  erected  six  houses  during  the 
year.  These  wore  also  occupied.  No  houses  were  built  by  private 
enterprise.  There  were  two  applications  for  Improvement  Grants,  one 
of  these  exceeded  the  Financial  limit  and  the  other  v\!as  not  accepted 
by  the  Council,
